Fine church quality music and low main- 
tenance performance counted when one of 
the W^est's largest and most beautiful 
churches decided to install a new organ. 

From the street St. Francis Xavier looks more like 
a chapel than the largest Catholic church (n Arizona. 
It's an interesting church, too, with Spanish and 18th 
Century Mexican architectural charms which fascinate 
and draw one instinctively to it. 

Beauty and size both become more apparent as one 
enters through the iron gateway, on past massive 
wooden doors and into the church. Diffused light 
replaces the bright Arizona sun and comes through 
stained glass windows made by Gabriel Loire of 
Chartcs, France. Two of them measure 34 by 18 feet 
each and are made of txie inch thick glass. Sea.ting 
capacity for the church is between 1600 and 1700 
persons. The dome rises a full 78 feet above the 
floor, and rlie beautiful altar is a focal point. 

Now the Hammond Organ is also a part of this 
interior. It was chosen for installation because of its 
fine, diurch-quaiity music which can fully, easily 
and richly fill a church of this magnitude and splen- 
dor. Another reason was the Hammond's record of 
low maintenance performance.

HYMNS A FAMILY PASTIME 

It has always been a favorite pastime for American 
families to gather afound the organ, on a Sunday after- 
noon or evening, and to join voices in singing old 
familiar songs and hymns. 

This is still one of the fine ways of family ■"together- 
ness." Since Hammond has introduced the splendid new 
A- 1 00 model (the one which gives the full richness of 
reverberation tone chambers from the speakers self- 
contained in the same cabinet), the trend has been to 
more frequent family "sings." These affairs contribute 
not only to wonderful companionship, hut they also give 
each ai us a chance to isn^. That feeling of "'wanting 
to sing" has always been present in the human breast, 
bur in the present day tempo of fasr-paced living it is 
almost a lost cause. 

You could easily add many happy and exciting years 
to your life and bring real enjoyment to your family and 
friends by starting a once-a-week. "song fcst." Call it a 
"hymn-sing." a "sing-out" or whatever you want, but be 
sure to try it soon. You'll find it a rare contribution to 
your own well-being, and a substantial bulwark against 
many encroachments of time which seem so important 
at times but which in reality are merely trifling incidents 
cluttering our lives. For the organist at these "sing" 
aifairs, may I offer a few playing suggestions:" 

SINGLE-NOTE MELODY 

One of the finest ways of playing hymns f for popular 
consumption; is to use a single note melody in the tight 
hand on the upper manual and hoU the chords in the 
left hand on the lower manual. Tliis gives a firm, liquid 
melody line which even untrained singers can follow 
readily and makes an appealing organ solo forni. 

Where do you get the chords to be held in the left 
hand? These chords are the summation of all the notes in 
the right hand and left hand parts put together at any 
given point. Suppose we have a melody note of ""B." In 
the hymn book (or sortg book) it is printed thus: G for 
bass, B for tenor, D for the alto girl and the already- 
mentioned soprano melody note, B. Remember, the 
manner of printing hymns in a hymn book Cor songs in 
a four-part mixed chorus book) is an arrangement for 
four mixed voices. 

This is the reason why some jieople have difTicuhy 
playing these hymns on the organ. Many play soprano 
and alto notes on the upper manual with the tenoc and 
bass on the lower manual. This of course makes the 
soprano and alto parra loud toncs» with the tenor and 
base [>arts weak by comparison or vice-versa. By all 
means learn to do single melody on the upper manual 
and combine all the remaining notes, alto, tenor and 
bass, into a solid chord for the left hand on the lower 
manual. The pedal can be the root or other note of the

This is for use with the right hand playing the melody 
notes only on the upper manual and the left hand play- 
ing a. full chord on the lower manual. Add pedal prop- 
erly balanced. 

LEFT HAND MELODY 

One of the richest sounding forms of hymn playing 
(though sometimes difficult for beginners) is the use of 
a strong lefthand melody on the lower manual, played 
an octave lower than the original soprano melody. Use 
this set-up: 

U 00 7654 320 ( pre-set and spinet models ) 
LOO 8888 801 ( pre-set models ) 
L 8888 8800 (spinet models) 

Play the hymn melody (in single notes) on the lower 
manual with the left hand, an octave lower than it is 
printed as the soprano melody. Gather the alto tenor 
and bass notes together into a chord to be held by the 
right hand on the upper manual, above middle C. Try 
holding this right hand chord through as many left 
hand melody tones as possible to give smoothness to 
the hymn. You will find that many hymns change chords 
with almost every second or third note of the melody. 
This poses quite a problem when the novice knows 
only a half-doien chords. Well, get busy then and learn 
your chords. You should have known them all these 
years, so don't let time slip away without doing this. 

The principal chord of any measure is usually the 
first chord after the measure bar. So try never to skip 
this one, but you may leave out some of the chords in 
the middle of measures if necessary until you learn 
them. Go over the left hand chords again and again 
when you use them with right hand melody; the same 
thing applies when you hold the chords in the right 
hand on the upper manual for the rich, full melody line 
on the lower mianual. 

1 hope these few suggestions will help you to play 
hymns better. If you have other problems, just let me 
know and ["11 try to combine several into some of my 
future columns.

Mr. Van Hulse says, "the ideas for the present Suite were 
evolved while I was experimenting with the potentialities 
of the Hammond Organ, which excells in exotic coloring, 
shimmering effeas, and poetic reverie." They come out 
nicely. Harifua-Haia, he tells us, is a name given to a sec- 
tion of desert and mountain range siruaied in wcsr-central 
Arizona, not far from Salome.
